SENATE SESSION. 


All eyes are centered upon the reve­ 
nue bill and as the senate puts am end­ 
m ent after am endm ent to it the qu es­ 
tion of an extra session becom es more 
and m ore prom inent. 
W hen the upper 
house adjourned last evenin g it had a l­ 
ready added 64 
am endm ents 
to the 
first 47 sections of the measure. 


The m ajority of the am endm ents ars 
of sm all consequence, but there are a 
num ber that m aterially change its pro­ 
visions. 
The m ost im portant am end­ 
m ent is the re-enactm ent of section 47. 
D uring the week the lobbies of the 
house have been thronged w ith people 
Interested in the m any sta te in stitu ­ 
tions asking for appropriations larger 
than the appropriation com m ittee rec­ 
om mended. but In every instance they 
are told to w ait until the outcom e of 
the revenue bill is known. 
The m em ­ 
bers of the house contend that there 
are too m any senators who have “pet" 
Idiias th at they wish to include In the 
reM=mue bill, while the senators 
feel 
thc.i the house is stubborn when it de- 
ch.res th at it will not yield one iota 
from the w ay it passed the m easure. 
It is adm itted that the bill, if passed, 
cannot increase the revenue during this 
year of the present biennial period, and 
th at it will be tw elve m onths before re­ 
lief from the present condition of the 
state can be obtained. 


The senate went into the com m ittee 
of the whole on the revenue bill. 
Sec­ 
tion 44 w as am ended so that the a sses­ 
sor shall not be required to pay for his 
own bonds. 
It w as then adopted. 
Sec­ 
tion 52 caused considerable discussion. 
It provides that in listin g credits the 
taxpayer shall give the aggregate cash 
value of notes, bond'f, 
etc. 
Senators 
Moore and W hitford thought a schedule 
should be m ade of all such papers. The 
section w'as finally allow ed to stand as 
it cam e from the house. 
Sections 52 
to 82 occupied the rest of the a fter­ 
noon’s session and were all adopted 
w ithout m aterial change 
except 
sec­ 
tions 61 to 70 inclusive, which pertained 
to the listin g and taxation of corpora­ 
tions. 
A ction on these was deferred 
until som e future tim e, as w as also 
sections 82 to 85, which are the m ining 
sections. 
The hardest fight of the day 
occurred at the evenin g session over 
sections 86 and 87. 
These two sections 
provide that the county 
assessor 
of 
each county shall come to D enver and 
take oath to the effect that he had a s­ 
sessed all the taxable property of his 
county at its full cash value. 
Section 
87, as adopted by the finance com m it­ 
tee, provided th at if it w as ascertained 
that he had not properly assessed the 
property of his county he w as to be ar­ 
rested and given trial in som e other 
county than his own. The house am end­ 
ed the section so as to allow him to be 
tried in his ow n cour\ty. 
A fter d iscu ss­ 
ing it for tw o hours tonight, the senate 
reinstated the joint finance com m ittee’s 
am endm ent w hich 
provides 
that 
he 
m ust be tried in som e 
other 
county 
than his own. 
The reason given for 
this am endm ent w as th at justice could 
not be obtained in a county where all 
parties had been gu ilty of helping to 
low er the tax schedule. 


FOREIGN 


The excitement and anxiety as to the 
possible developments of the Anglo-Rus- 
slan siding dispute at Tien-tsin do not 
abate.

Mr. C ham berlain said, 
had conveyed the inform ation in a let­ 
ter to G eneral K itchener in which he 
announced that he w as not disposed to 
recom m end the term s of peace General 
K itchener w as instructed to offer him, 
to the earnest consideration of his g o v ­ 
ernm ent. 
General B otha added th at 
his governm ent and its chief officers 
entirely 
agreed w ith his view .

Cham berlain added: 


“I propose to lay the papers connect­ 
ed w ith the negotiation s on the table 
ton igh t.”

K itchener and General Botha is delay­ 
ed. General Botha's refusal in aeeeni 
the peace term s offered him is com ­ 
m ented upon with an evident sense of 
relief. 
The idea that Lord K itchener

General Botha a s hud been supposed, Is 
unpalatable to the British press. 


The D ally Mail under the editorial 
caption "Our K eie-ted Suit." asks why 
the governm ent instructed Lord K itch­ 
ener to sue for peace after the m ur­ 
der of the peace envoys and concludes 
as follows: 


"Let the w ar be pressed to the u t­ 
m ost and let further reinforcem ents be 
prepared, for they may he needed: but 
above all, let us have no m ore 'nego­ 
tiations.' ” 


RUSSIA’S MODIFICATION 


OF MANCHURIA CONVENTION 


London, 
March 
20.—Dr. 
M orrison, 
w iring to the T im es from Peking, says: 


Prince Ching received me today and 
confirm ed the inform ation as to R u s­ 
sia's m odifications of the M anchurian 
convention. 
The Chinese m inister at 
St. P etersburg officially reports that 
R u ssia has agreed 
to elim inate 
the 
clause granting her exclusive privileges 
in Mongolia nnd Turifpstan, and also 
to m odify various oth'Sr clau ses object­ 
ed to by China. 


Prince C hing w arm ly appreciates the 
assistan ce rendered China by the inter­ 
vention' or E ngland, the United S la tes 
and Japan, but he is not optim istic 
concerning the return of the court to 
Peking. 


The R u ssian am endm ents do not seem 
to m odify sensibly the character of the 
convention as creating 
a perm anent 
protectorate. 
The am ended clau se g iv ­ 
ing R u ssia the right to construct a 
railw ay joining the M anchurian line to 


the great wall declares that the con­ 
cession of the railw ay 
line 
between 
K han-hai-kw an and N iu -ch w an g to a

St. Petersbury, M onday, M arch IS.— 
A larm pervades high circles here. The 
police have notified house ow ners to 
have their house police report for duty 
and hold them selves in constan t read­ 
iness. 


It is apparently confirm ed that three 
stu dents were killed yesterday.

a generation. 


A fter reading the m anifesto the stu ­ 
d ents threw- their crum pled copies into 
the crowd and raised a flag inscribed 
"For 
liberty.”

stu d en ts 
also 
shouted “H elp us get our righ ts” and 
the mob responded w ith cheers. 


The Official M essenger, w hich pub­ 
lishes an account of the recent dis­ 
orders in various R u ssian cities and 
of Sunday’s outbreak in St. Petersburg, 
sa y s o f th e latter: 


‘W hen the crowd, which num bered 
3,000, becam e turbulent, the C ossacks

A portion retired into the cathedral 
behaving noisily and sm oking cigarettes 
although the service was going on, un­ 
til forcibly expelled. 


A ltogether 339 m ale students, 337 w o­ 
men, m ostly students, and forty-fou r 
other persons were arrested. 
A police 
com m issioner, 20 policem en, four Cos­ 
sack s and thirty-tw o rioters, m ale and 
fem ale, were wounded." 


All the higher schools of the city are 
closed and all the police headquarters 
are filled w ith arrested persons. 
O th­ 
ers in custody who had been tem por­ 
arily confined in the m ilitary riding 
school were taken to various prisons in 
om r.ibusses. 
They were cheered by the 
stu d en ts as they passed. 


The dem onstrations Sunday con tin u ­ 
ed after the affray at the cathedral, at 
other places, »specially In front of the 
office of the detective police w here som e 
of the persons arrested were taken, in 
front o f the L itovsk y prison and near 
the m ining in stitu te and the P ontilaw 
factory. 


A rem arkable feature of the dem on­ 
stration has been the prom inent part 
taken by wom en of the higher classes 
of the university. 


OFFICIAL STATUS OF 


THE AFRICAN REPUBLICS 


W ashington, M arch 19.—The sta tu s of 
the T ransvaal and O range F ree State 
in the eyes of the governm ent of the 
U nited S tates probably w ill be for the 
first tim e fixed w hen a consul general is 
sent out to Pretoria to succeed Con­ 
sul 
H ay 
w ho has ju st 
returned to 
W ashington on leave of absence,- but 
w ithout the purpose to go back to P re­ 
toria. 
It is said th a t so fat-, there has 
been absolutely no official declaration 
on th at point. 


It is further stated th at w hen the 
U nited S tates annexed P uerto R ico the 
sta te departm ent sen t no notices to any 
of the powers; they are supposed to take 
note them selves of the president’s proc­ 
lam ation and the acts of congress. The 
old consuls retained their original ex- 
equateurs issued by the. Spanish g ov­ 


ernm ent, these being recognized by the 
U nited S tates m ilitary authorities as 
sufficient for the purpose. 
The statu s 
of our consuls in South A frica is pre­ 
cisely the sam e. 
They hold their old 
exequateu rs and these are recognized 
by the B ritish m ilitary authorities as 
sufficient. 


B u t in the case of Puerto Rico’ w h en­ 
ever a consul retires his governm ent 
m akes application for an exequateur 
directly to the U nited S tates authori­ 
ties, it being the rule to recognize the 
de facto adm inistration in this m anner, 
and It is presumed that when a change 
is m ade in our consular representations 
In South Africa, the application for an 
exerjuateur will be made to w h atever 
au th ority happens for the m om ent to be 
in de facto possession of the place to 
which the consul is accredited.

CONVICTS’ INSURRECTION 


AT KANSAS PENITENTIARY 


Leavenw orth. K as., 
March 
19.—The 
insurrection of the convict m iners in 
the state sh aft at L an sing w as brought 
to a close at 11:30 tonight and the m u­ 
tinous convicts 
are being 
placed 
in 
their cells as 
fast as they 
can 
be 
brought to the surface. 
The im prison­ 
ed guards have been released and are 
again above the surface. 


Shortly after 
nightfall the 
warden 
and every available 
officer 
gathered 
around the tnouth of the m ine, each 
m an heavily arm ed. 
H unger had be­ 
gun to tell upon the m utinous convicts 
and they began to parley with the w ar­ 
den. 
They sent him word that if he 
would prom ise not to inflict punishm ent 
for their *action they would surrender 
and 
come 
up. 
To 
th is the warden 
would not consent, sending down word 
that the surrender m ust be uncondi­ 
tional, the question of punishm ent to be 
considered later. 
A s the night wore on 
the warden held a consultation w ith his 
officers and It w as decided to attem pt 
to rescue the guards and also to over­ 
aw e the convicts and force their su r­ 
render. 
Selectin g his m en the warden, 
w ith seven 
or eigh t 
guards 
h eavily 
armed, entered the hoist and were soon 
speeding dow nw ard. 
W hen 
near 
the 
bottom of the pit a heavy fusilade w as 
opened, the sh ots being iired tow ard 
the top of thg shaft. 


T his took the convicts 
by 
surprise, 
and thinking th at the sh ots were in­ 
tended for them , 
they 
h astily 
fled, 
leavin g the 
guards, w-ho 
were 
soon 
joined by their com rades after w hich 
they were sent to the top. 
The armed 
guards then started after the convicts 
and 
soon 
had 
the ringleaders under 
arrest, when the others gave in and 
surrendered. 
T hen the work of ta k ­ 
ing them to the surface began and be­ 
fore m orning the convicts will again be 
behind the bars of their cells. 


The first outbreak in the mine took 
place shortly after the noon m oal yes­ 
terday and was started by the con ­ 
victs In division No. S. 
Of the nine­ 
teen men In this division, sixteen seiz­ 
ed the guard and overpowered him and 
announced that they had decided t o . 


strike. 
T in y toM the guard that they 
had decided to m ine two insioaij of 
three cars of coal as a da>'s work in 
the future and that they proposed lo 
have better i'oo.i. 
ThU :;uaid was left 
in charge of two of the convicts iri the 
m utiny while the others m arched to the 
adjoining division and spread the revolt 
and called on tin- m ivicts to Join.

convicts were soon m arching through 
the mine from one division to another, 
yelling and sw inging their lam ps and 
picks. 
Other desperate convicts en ter­ 
ed into the spirit. 
W hile short tenn 
men generally offer< d no opposition to 
the m utineers e.ud quietly juined them.

A CONSTITUTIONAL DEFECT.

NE OF TH E TWO ex-presidents 
of 
the 
United 
States who were alive at the beginning of the 
present week, has passed from the earthly sphere. 


Benjamin H arrison was not one of the great­ 
est of American presidents, although he unquestionably 
belonged in the class of A m erica's leading men. 
The 
honor th at came to him was well deserved and his ad­ 
vancem ent was no chance piece of good fortune but was 
earned by honest effort and accomplishment. 
The benefit 
of good fam ily was shown in his case by the fact that his 
grandfather had also been president, and his great grand­ 
father had signed the declaration of independence, but 
it cannot be truthfully said 
that 
his 
advancem ent 
in 
public life was due to anything else than his personal 
m erits and industry. W hat he received he worked for and 
deserved. 


As a student, as a soldier, as a lawyer, and as a 
statesm an his record was an honorable one, and his integ­ 
rity was irreproachable. 
He was probably the best short 
speechm aker of liis time. 


The loss of ex-President H arrison will be more deeply 
felt because he was still in active life, and his age. 67, 
seemed to give promise of several 
more years of useful­ 
ness. 
He enjoyed the confidence of the people and of bis 
party, and he has recently received offers of im portant 
public appointm ents. 
The services of a man of such 
m arked ability, absolute integrity and broad experience 
in public affairs are always in demand and it will be a 
m atter of general regret that his life has been so soon 
ended.

Louisiana, and it is further increased by the liberal ap­ 
propriations of New York, Indiana and other states of 
the east, and west. 


There is no doubt that Colorado should be suitably 
represented at this exposition, both as a m atter of business 
and of sentim ent. 
In fact, we cannot afford to stay away 
o r to be poorly represented there, and it is essential to 
proper display that the present legislature should make 
an appropriation and provide for a commission. Our legis­ 
lature meets only once in two years and the early part 
of the year 1903, in which the exposition is to be held, will 
be too late for suitable preparation. 


Several bills m aking such provision have been intro­ 
duced in the assem bly, and it is the duty of th at body 
to pass one or the other of them promptly. 
W ithout an 
unreasonable expense Colorado may have an exhibit at 
this exposition that will command the attention of every 
visitor and be of incalculable benefit to our general in­ 
terests. 


PROMOTING THE IRRIGATION CONGRESS. 
T 


HE executive committee of the national irrigation 
congress is acting with commendable promptness 
in arousing interest in the coming session of the 
congress, which is to be held in this city, and in 
securing the support that is necessary in order to make the 
movement a success. 


Recent events in congress have made it more clear 
th an ever before th a t the great requisite is to educate 
and to enlighten the people of the east upon this most im­ 
portant national m atter, and to arouse the interest of our 
own people. 
If the residents of the w estern states can 
be made to appreciate the benefit that the irrigation of 
th e arid lands will be to them, the task of convincing the 
people of the east of the advantage from the national 
standpoint will not be beyond our means. 


Besides this, one of the great advantages of the com­ 
ing m eeting of the congress is that it will give an oppor­ 
tun ity for the w estern people to agree upon some definite 
plan of work, both in securing the object sought for and 
in applying to practical use the appropriation which it is 
hoped to secure. 
W ithout this agreem ent it is im possi­ 
ble for the western members of congress to act together, 
o r to know to what end their efforts should be directed. 


In order to make the Colorado Springs meeting suc­ 
cessful it is necessary to prepare a com prehensive pro­ 
gram m e and to collect statistics giving the actual situation 
relating to public lands and irrigation conditions in the 
arid states, to establish a press agency, and to take w hat­ 
ever action may be most effective in arousing the interest 
and securing the co-operation of public men and wide­ 
aw ake citizens. 


In assisting the executive com mittee in this most im ­ 
po rtan t work everyone who can do so should lend w hat­ 
ever assistance is in his power. 


REFUNDING THE STATE DEBT. 


T 


H ER E A R E four methods open to the people of 
Colorado, and to their 
representatives 
in the 
state assem bly dealing w ith the state debt. 


The first course is to repudiate it altogether. 
No one in Colorado favors such a dishonorable and dis­ 
honest method of dealing w ith the problem. 


The second course is to continue the present unsatis­ 
factory and expensive plan of carrying the debt as over­ 
due w arrants a t a high rate of interest payable at no cer­ 
tain tim e, and a constant reproach to our business good 
sense and judgm ent. 
It is difficult to see how anyone 
could seriously advocate this course, yet th a t is w hat is 
th e practical result of those who oppose other plans of 
settlem ent. 


And the third course is to issue low interest bonds, 
th e receipts from the sale of which are to be used in the 
paym ent of the outstanding debt. This is the plan th a t Is 
proposed by the bill of which Senator Seldomridge of 
th is city is the author. 
It is the plan which would com­ 
m end itself to the m anagers of a large business concern 
th a t found itself in the sam e situation. 
It is the only 
feasible plan th a t is consistent w ith the financial honor of 
th e state, th a t protects its interests and th a t offers a 
reasonable outlet from its present difficulties. 


The fourth plan is the paym ent in the near future 
of th e state debt, in cash. The objections to this plan are 
obvious. 


There is no doubt as to w hich plan should be approved 
b y th e people of Colorado and their representatives, and it 
is strange th a t there should be any difference of opinion in 
regard to the m atter. 


• 
C apitalists who have money for investm ent in dwell­ 
ings, business blocks or light m anufactories are earnestly 
requested to address th e Colorado Springs cham ber of 
commerce, for inform ation in regard te the opportunities 
now existing in th is city for such investm ents. 


HE FRAMERS of the Constitution thought so much 
of the principle of equal representation of the 
states in the federal senate, that they limited the 
power of am endment to the Constitution so 
that the states might never be deprived of their sena­ 
torial equality. 


But this privilege of equal representation so dear to 
the founders of our union is now vitiated by the very pro­ 
cedure established to protect it. 


They saw the danger of com m itting too great power 
to the populace which they regarded as ignorant, preju­ 
diced and liable to be swayed by popular passion. 
The 
prevalence of* free schools and cheap new spapers has 
cured the conditions they saw, and the danger that con­ 
fronts us is that of the undue influence of men of excep­ 
tional wealth or influence exerted upon a com paratively 
small number of people selected to exercise some partic­ 
ular part of the power th at belongs to and originates in 
all the people. 


When our Constitution was adopted it was believed 
♦ hat the irj;i“!;\tiire‘-- nf the states could more intelligently 
choose the senators of the United States than could the 
people of the states. 
Now we know that better results 
are to be had from the direct than from the indirect plan. 
In Delaware, for instance, the legislature has adjourned 
w ithout making any choice, and the state is deprived of 
any representation in the senate, this being the first time, 
we believe, in our history that a state has failed to elect 
I both senators; In this case the strife of factions has been 
so great that the legislature has entirely failed to per- 
! form its constitutional office. 
I 
Evidently the time is ripe for a change. 
W hen legis­ 
latures fail to elect, or send to the senate such men as 
have recently been sent from some of the states, it is 
high time that the people should take back the power that 
belongs to them, and protect their own interests. 
The 
legislature of Pennsylvania has pointed out the way in 
which this can be done, and the other states should be 
quick to follow in the path m arked out for them.

L ater on. was not the great soldier who saveS the republic held 
up to obloquy as the American Caesar? In our day, it Is McKinley who is held 
up to rabid partisan execration. He is in illustrious company. As Thomas Jef­ 
ferson said, it is to posterity th a t those who serve their country m ust look for 
justice.

GERMANY AND THE CHINESE COM­ 
PLICATION. 


E 


MPEROR WILLIAM is singularly successful in con- 
uoiiing the offu-uti uueraucea of the- German peo­ 
ple. 
To all appearances the nation has but one 
m outh and that is controlled or gagged in strict ac­ 
cordance with the im perial will. 


But representative governm ent still exists to a de­ 
gree even in Germany, and recent proceedings in parlia­ 
ment are very far from confirming the idea that the offi­ 
cial mouthpiece of the em pire accurately voices the will 
of the people. 


If we were to judge by the official 
speeches 
and 
proclam ations and m ilitary orders of the authorities, the 
Chinese expedition is the m anifestation of an im perial will 
belt upon conquest at all hazards, determ ined to m ain­ 
tain the national prestige and honor at all costs and 
backed by the united purpose of a great nation. 
In this 
aspect of affairs we cannot help contrasting the effective 
strength of a m ilitary autocracy with the com parative 
weakness of our own republic, based upon free speech 
and representative governm ent, where no fear of "lese 
m ajeste" or constructive treason comes to prevent a free 
criticism of governm ental policies or opposition to ad­ 
m inistration ideas. 
j 


But the proceedings in the reichstag show us quite 
j 
a different side of the picture. The representatives of the | 
German people are practically a unit in favor of getting 
out 01 China, and the uuiy question is when and liovv. The 
same reasons are shown for this position that have gov­ 
erned our own action: 
the enormous and illim itable ex­ 
pense of the m aintenance of a force large enough to make 
an im pression on the inert mass of China; the interm in­ 
able consequences of the policy of interference and as­ 
sumption of responsibility; the horrible cost of blood and 
cruelty th a t m ust be a feature of any cam paign of punish­ 
ment or restraint, and the im possibility of predicting with 
any degree of certainty the results of the entanglem ent 
of a European power in Chinese affairs. 


The Germans see these things as well as we see them, 
and if their forces linger there while ours are w ithdraw n, 
it is because the will of the em peror is superior to the 
will of the nation, and because in this instance at least, our 
form of political organization is more effective in secur­ 
ing practical results in conform ity with the national in­ 
terests, than is the Germ an im perial autocracy.

the M ontana senator then displayed itself in the shrewd 
way in which he enticed opposing senators into the 
arena and compelled them to rest his voice by answ ering 
his pointed questions. 


H ere is where the ruling passion of Populism , the 
uncontrollable im pulse to talk, m et retributive and poetic 
Justice. 
Senator C arter attacked the 
South 
C arolina 
item s in the river and harbor steal w ith keen irony. T ill­ 
man, unable to rem ain quiet, took the floor in defense and 
at intervals continued to take it, giving the M ontana 
statesm an valuable breathing spells 
and 
involuntarily 
sharing w ith him the enduring fam e of killing the river 
and harbor abom ination in the F ifty-sixth congress. 
Not 
until it w as all over did the pitchforkian statesm an ap­ 
preciate his own valuable contribution to the service ren­ 
dered. th e country by Senator C arter.

OUR CUBAN POLICY. 


(By A. J. Adams.) 


In discussing the future relations between the United States and Cuba, P res­ 
ident McKinley said, in his inaugural address, “ the peace W'hich we are pledged 
to leave to the Cuban people must carry with It the guarantee of perm anence." 
Invested by congress w ith practically absolute power on the question until next 
December, the deolaration leaves neither the people of the United States nor 
the Cubans themselves in doubt as to w hat the policy of the adm inistration will 
be. Its purpose evidently is not to turn the islands over to the political forces 
th a t control It until the fact becomes evident th at they will not abuse the lib­ 
erty Into which, through the expenditure of American blood and treasure, they 
have been led. 


It is a curious historical fact th at more th an eighty years ago. JefferBOn held 
precisely the same views w ith respect to the Spanish colonies when they re­ 
volted against Spain, and, having won their Independence, were devising a sys­ 
tem of self-governm ent. W riting to Baron von Humboldt, Jefferson said: "W hat 
kind of governm ent will they establish? How much liberty can they bear w ith­ 
out Intoxication? Are their chiefs sufficiently enlightened to form a w ell-guard­ 
ed government, and their people to w atch their chiefs?" Six years later, In 1817 
Lafayette received a letter from Jefferson In which these prophetic sentences 
are found: 
"The achievem ent by the Spanish colonies of their independence 
is no longer a question. B ut it is a very nerlotts one w hat will become of them ? 
Ignorance and bigotry. like other insanities, are incapable of self-governm ent. 
They will fall under m ilitary despotism, and become the m urderous tools of the 
am bition of their respective Bonaparte», and w hether this will be for their 
greater happiness, the rule of one only has tau g h t you to judge. No one, I hope 
can doubt my wish to see them and all m ankind exercising self-governm ent' 
and capable of exercising It: but the question Is not w hat we wish but w hat 
is practicable.” 
So far as self-governm ent Is concerned, the m ajority of the 
South American republics are very little in advance of their ancestors three gen­ 
erations ago. Are they not w hat Jefferson predicted, "the tools of the am bition 
of their respective B onapartes?” 


If the author of the Declaration of Independence could have dictated a policy 
for those colonies in 1817, he would have had them "come to an accord w ith 
Spain, under the guarantee of France, Russia, Holland and the United States 
allowing to Spain a nominal supremacy, w ith authority only to keep the peace 
am ong them, leaving them otherwise all the powers of self-governm ent, until 
their experience in them, their em ancipation from their priests, and advance­ 
m ent in Information, shall prepare them for complete Independence.” 
W hat 
Is the difference between this plan of governm ent for the South American re­ 
publics which had em ancipated themselves, and the plan which President Mc­ 
Kinley, in the discretion given him by congress, seemed resolved to adopt in 
the case of Cuba? The fundam ental Idea in both cases is a quasi-protectorate 
Jefferson did not believe th a t the South American republics could walk alone 
and President McKinley is evidently of the same' way of thinking In the case 
of the Cubans. Indeed, the phrase he uses In the inaugural reads like a quota­ 
tion. from his illustrious predecessor in the presidency, "the peace which we are 
pledged to leave to the Cuban people m ust carry with it the guarantee of per­ 
m anence.” 


The question, of course, arises, and will have to be met, is this a violation 
of the pledge of congress, th at is of the people, to give the Cubans their inde­ 
pendence? To it. undoubtedly, different answ ers will be given. Hostile political 
partisanship will take one viewpoint: the supporters of the adm inistration 
another one. This is for the present and the im mediate future 
From historv 
will come the final decision as to w hat was right and w hat was w rons w hat 
w as wise and w hat w as unwise.

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The Colorado School | for the Deaf 
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Blind i 


Written for the Gazette 
We are accustomed to see in those who have lost a human 
sense something in its place almost divine.—Charles Dickens, 
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H E SCHOOL FOR T H E D EA F AND BLIND has not bees left 
to come last in the list of state institutions because it is last 
in im portance or any other particular. 
The school dates 
back to te rrito rial days, and has behind it a long record of 
good deeds and years well spent. 
It has 
passed 
through 
m any of the troubles and perplexities th a t m ark the early days of all 
institutions begun in an experim ental w ay w ithout either the m eans or 
the technical know ledge to avoid the snares and pitfalls th a t beset in­ 
stitu tio n al existence. T he early history of the school is a som ew hat 
pathetic adm ixture of devotion and petty bickerings. 
T hat period has 
long since passed aw ay, and belongs to the rem ote era w hen the school 
was called an asylum . 


The site of the school buildings, directly east of Colorado Springs, 
is m atchless. 
There is no place in the state, few places in th e world, 
w here unseeing eyes m iss so m uch of the vision and the glory. All of 
the ranges of the Rockies in the eastern half of the state, at least, seem 
to find th e ir culm ination in P ike’s Peak. 
It rises m agnificent, serene, 
unshakeable, a few m iles 
aw ay in a silence 
as undisturbed as th a t 
which surrounds m ore than half the children in The Colorado Institute 
for the D eaf and Blind. 


T he school owns about 15 acres of land and needs m ore badly. This 
land was the g ift of the Colorado Springs Land com pany, the m ost gen­ 
erous donation th e school has ever received. 


T here is a sm all tract directly adjoining which can be purchased 
for $15,000, and th is would give all the land necessary for m any years 
to come. 


T he buildings are good, bad and unfinished. The school building 
proper is adm irable in every respect. It is beautiful, well finished, well 
ventilated, well arranged and ample. The teacher who is used to trying 
to keep order am ong from 50 to 75 children would be disposed to look 
w ith envy upon the sm all class rooms w ith from six to a dozen desks 
in a sem i-circle about the teacher’s larger desk. 
It doesn’t need any­ 
thing except paint, th at the w alls may be tinted, and apparatus. 
The 
latter it does need sorely. There isn’t a globe in the building. If w ish­ 
es were horses beggars m ight ride, and other more im portant changes 
m ight also take place. 
There is in the center of the entrance hallw ay 
to the P erkins In stitu te for the Blind, in South Boston, a globe nearly 
if not quite five feet in diam eter, and any child in th a t school can find 
P ike’s Peak upon its surface alm ost as quickly as any of us can find it 
upon our horizon. 
T here are the usual m aps in bas-relief universally 
used by the blind, but I wish th at Mr. Argo found it as sim ple a thing 
to m eet all the w ants of his pupils as it has long been for M. Anagnos. 


The “generous w est” isn ’t by any m eans so generous as the east, 
except in its own fond im agination. Suppose, for instance, M. A nagnos 
should say to the people of Boston, ‘‘I have here a m anual training 
building th a t h asn ’t been finished for several years—I have only one 
reading book to six blind pupils; I have no w riting m achine but two 
decrepit caligraphs; my pianos are scattered all over the place, except 
in the boiler house, and I am sim ply in despair for the lack of a little 
fresh p ain t!”

An annnrnifpnipnt of that kind V ould’,.&t&rtle Boston as much as 
the appearance of a foreign fleet in the harbor. They would probably 
hold a m eeting a t Fanueil hall, and before night enough money to run 
the place for a year would have been subscribed by private individuals. - 
In the east generosity m eans one’s own individual check book. 
In 
the west, I am sorry to say, it m eans appointing a com m ittee to get an 
appropriation. T h at being the case, and if it is not so I shall be glad to 
stand corrected,—let us at least have the com m ittee, and let it be large 
and influential and determ ined and w ell posted. 


Every once in a while you run across a m em ber of an appropria­ 
tions com m ittee who tell^ you w ith horrified eyes th a t Colorado is 
wildly extravagant, and th a t the inm ates of her institutions are better 
fed and clothed th an the unfortunates who are at liberty. 
T here is 
:i kindergarten for the blind a t Jam aica Plains, Boston, th a t expends 
about $600 a year on each pupil, and doesn’t seem to think it has done 
anything very extraordinary then. 
But the w ork done there is more 
wonderful th an the m ost fluent tongue can say, for the blind see and 
those born deaf an d dum b speak, and to those locked in the threefold 
night, blind and deaf and dumb, a way has been opened. 


W hy should not Colorado do likewise? 
The books, or lesson sheets used by th e blind are of three kinds, 
the old raised tetter, th e New York point and the Braille. 
A stereo­ 
graph to m ake the lesson sheets in New Y ork point would cost, com­ 
plete, about $300, and save several tim es th a t, to say nothing of light­ 
ening the labor of the teachers, and m aking m ore extended w ork possi­ 
ble. 
W ritin g in grooves is taught also, the old 
square w riting w ith 
which we are all fam iliar, in the signature of L aura B ridgm an if in no 
other way, but th e New Y ork point, made w ith a stylus, th a t pricks the 
paper into a point, and is w ritten backw ard, so as to be turned over 
and read by the seeing fingers of the children, is in more common use 
in the school. 


A nd speaking of the w riting of these children, it would be w orth 
the w hile of th e common ordinary, blessed-w ith-flve-senses children, to 
em ulate th e penm anship of these girls and boys. Good w riting seems 
a universal accom plishm ent am ong them . 


The g irls’ dorm itary is a fine building, b u t seems to have been in­ 
tended exclusively for the blind, since all the windows are so high up 
th a t one m u st stand to see out of them , w hich considering th e scenery, 
is an oversight.on the p art of th e architect th a t can hardly be explain­ 


ed. It needs paint and kalsom ine and pictures; for be it rem em bered 
th a t the m ajority of the pupils at the school are deaf and dumb, not 
blind, and the bare halls and dingy m onotonous white, or once-white, 
w alls are tiresom e in the extrem e. The hospital, which is a very pretty 
room, next to th a t of the m atron, Mrs. Osgood, ought to be painted 
at once; kalsom ine will not answ er for a sick room. 


The g irl’s bedrooms are lacking in closets. How any m an can build 
dozens of bedrooms w ithout providing a place to hang anything or lay 
it aw ay, is one of the thoughts th a t drive women to take up the pro­ 
fession of architecture. 
The m atron has im provised canton flannel 
abom inations th a t are a blessed substitute, but how she m ust loathe 
those dusty curtains when the wind has been doing its noble best for 
about three days, and it is said to blow 362 and 2-3 days every year on 
the height surm ounted by this school. 


The toilet arrangem ents are pretty good, and can bo arranged to 
answ er every purpose very well at an insignificant outlay. 
Every girl 
has her own cubby-hole in the bath rooms w here she keeps her soap 
and towel and comb and brush and toothbrush and w ashrag and a bag 
w herein she puts her dirty clothes when she takes them off. And every 
girl tries to keep this foot-square space as neat as she can, but until it 
is made approxim ately dustproof on three sides too m uch should not bo 
expected. All this part of the building is quite at one. side, so th a t from 
the outside of the building there is the appearance of a sm all wing, a 
clipped wing, as it were, but there is no question about the wisdom of 


but they w ere intended for paralytics, or small infants or som ething 
th at had no m eans of locomotion, and having been slept upon by live, 
h e a lth y ‘boys, prone to kick, and not averse to such diversions as pil- 
low-fights, they are now wobbly as to their legs and depressed as to 
th eir centers. The girls' m attresses are the very best woven wire, w ith 
adjustable screws for tightening them when they show a tendency to 
sag. 


I believe I said unkind things about the absence of closets and 
w ardrobes in the g irls’ building. Some 
of the older boys who have 
room s to them selves have decrepit bureaus and hideous trunks 
in 
which to bestow th eir belongings, but the dorm itory boys haven’t even 
a hook—one little copper hook—on which to hang anything. 
They 
have lockers down in the basem ent somewhere on the north half of 
the south half, of the east quarter, of the west quarter, some of which 
lock and some of which do not. 
The deaf and dumb boys envy the 
blind ones when they have to go to th a t dorm itory for anything. 


The rooms of the superintendent and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Argo, 
are in th e m ain building, and the rest of it is taken up w ith dorm i­ 
tories, boys’ sleeping rooms, the office, parlor, dining-room and kitch ­ 
en. 
The dining-room is large and fairly well arranged. 
The larger 
deaf and dumb boys act as w aiters, and the older deaf and dumb girls 
help to serve the blind. 
Judging from the appearance of the child­ 
ren and the menu the day wc were there, there is no lack of food, and 
no continual round of gruel.

The blind and the deaf children have different sitting-room s and 
play-room s; the form er are tastefully arranged and com fortable, and 
th e latter are w ell suited to th eir purpose, though som e pictures and 
gam es m ight not be am iss; it isn ’t expected th a t children will play in ­ 
doors much in Colorado. 


This w hole building is good and substantial and th e few repairs 
th a t it needs would cost little and add much to its appearance. 


The boys’ dorm itory is different. It is located in the m ain building 
w hich w as built, judging from its appearance, shortly after th e cliff 
dw ellers’ castles a t M ancos. 
I have noted 
in a previous article the 
tendency of fam ilies to give boys’ hall bedroom s w ith the oldest furni­ 
ture and th e w orst m attresses. The girls’ dorm itory, even if it is clos- 
etless, is a palace, a m ansion, a castle of Blenheim , com pared to the 
rookery w here the boys put up. 
It m akes one think of a labyrinth, it 
is so sinuous, and of a m ine, it has so m any levels, and of life itself, for 
all the floors are "a rough und rugged road for w retches such as 1.” 
And if one could not see the turns, the ups and downs, the sudden to­ 
boggan slides, and the broken boards and splinters it m ust be very 
much worse. 


In case of a fire? 
In case of a fire the building would burn like 
tinder and the boys would burn like m artyrs, m artyrs to th e rigid econ­ 
omy th a t some people think is the first evidence of great statesm an ­ 
ship. 


The boys’ beds belong to th e early Aztec period. They are of iron, 


The pan try and refrig erato r room and store room s are very good; 
the kitchen is cause for another book of lam entations if there was any 
Jerem iah to undertake it. 
An institu tio n kitchen, if it deserves the 
nam e, is a large room w ith tiled w alls and floor. The range goes clear 
across one side of it, and is b uilt under an arrangem ent th a t takes off 
all the steam and incense of cabbage and onions. 
There are tables 
■with draw ers and tables w ith bins, and glass or m arble-topped tables 
for pastry. There are arrangem ents for cooking w ith steam and there 
are gas burners to be used on occasion. This kitchen has some tables, 
a sm all steam heater, and a sw ay-backed range th a t hasn’t been big 
enough for the last ten years. It m ay be said th a t this isn ’t a cooking 
school, or a finishing course in dom estic economy, all of which is true, 
but it does seem as if a school th a t stands for as much as th is one does 
outside th is state, as well as in it, ought to be a3 well supplied as a sec­ 
ond rate hotel. 


The boiler-house, which is directly in the rear of the m ain building 
is a perfect boiler-house. W hen the superintendent grow s weary pick­ 
ing slivers of the floor from his shoes, and trying to m ake one reading- 
book w ork overtim e, he goes out to the boiler-house and sits him down 
a pensive hour to spend, surrounded by the blissful consciousness th a t 
here nothing m ore is needed. 


The m anual train in g school is w ell enough so far as it goes; all it 
needs is to be finished off, and have some more m achinery put into it. 
This is th e practical end of the school; this is the place w here these 
children are tau g h t to laugh atF ate and w ring a living from w h at C arlyle 
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called, ‘‘this stupid, brute of a w orld.” 
It is hard to believe it unless 
one sees for him self. 


The work which the blind can do will always be lim ited, but the 
lim its are grow ing broader. 
One of Mr. Argo's last industries is the 
m aking of ham mocks. 
The knottin g of the tw ine, the exact m easure­ 
m ents are readily learned, and once learned the workmen become won­ 
derfully proficient. 
They m ake broom s also, very good brooms, and 
do other work. 
Of course there is no reason why a deaf and dumb 
child should not learn any kind of work, and they do, m aking a very 
nice quality of shoes, and 
tak in g to p rinting as naturally as if they 
were all descended from the F o u rth E state for all the generations back 
to G utenberg him self. 
They have a m agazine of their own, The Colo­ 
rado Index, and w hile it is not up, typographically to the Roycrofter 
work of Mr. Old's hoys of Golden, it comes nearer to beiug an expres­ 
sion of the pupils them selves. 


The seeing boys can m ake nearly all the furniture required if the 
state will furnish them the lum ber, and the blind boys and girls m akes 
very good m attresses, and th e boys are expert chair-caners. 
The 
girls are taught dom estic science, and sewing and do very nice m achine 
w ork, though there is a lack of sew ing-m achines and the sewing-room 
is barely a room w ith some chairs and tables, and no accommodations. 


The art departm ent of th is building is short on a good many things. 
U is not lighted as it should be, and there are not enough casts, still it 
is a good beginning. 


The m anual train in g building should certainly be finished as soon 
as possible. 


The playgrounds are too sm all for baseball or football, and the 
only m eans of am usem ent visible are some swings and teeter boards, 
and four donkeys th a t are an unceasing joy to the children. 


The school has some very good friends, and if its work were more 
widely known it would have more. A few m onths ago Senator llallo tt 
of Aspen resigned from the board, and this is one of the heaviest m is­ 
fortunes of the past year. 
A m otion to reconsider ought to be mado 
by somebody. 


There has been a total attendance during the past two years of 1S7 
children, of whom K8 were blind and the rem ainder deaf. 
There aro 
now in the school 140 pupils. All deaf and blind minors, of sound mind 
and body, over six years of age and bona fide residents of the state of 
Colorado are entitled to adm ission to the school free of charge. E very­ 
thing is furnished except board and traveling expenses. 


“The school opens on the first W ednesday of September and closes 
on the first W ednesday of the following June, thus giving the pupils 
nine m onths at school and three m onths at home each year. 


“ It is the aim of the school so to educate the pupils p artaking of 
its benefits th at they may, on finishing the course, be able not only to 
com m unicate intelligently w ith persons with whom they aro throw n, 
b ut successfully to follow some certain branch of handicraft 
as well. 
The trades of printing, carpentry, baking, broom -m aking, shoemaking, 
m attress m aking, piano tuning and cane-seating aro now taught, and 
other trades will be introduced as soon as the m eans at hand will per­ 
mit. 
The girls are instructed in dressm aking, hammock weaving, nee­ 
dlework and general housekeeping.” 


There is perfect harm ony between all the departm ents of the school 
and every individual teacher is w orthy of praise. 
None m ore so than 
Mr. Argo, the superintendent, who is the inspiring force of the whole 
institution, guiding, directing, planning and not only teaching, but lov­ 
ing the children under his charge. 
It is easy to see th a t from the way 
in which they instinctively get as close to him as they can. 


It would not do for obvious reasons to say ju st how m any pupils 
have been brought past other institutions and entered in th is school, 
but it is a fact th at it has a very high standing all over the west, and 
its popularity is constantly grow ing. 
W ith the equipm ent it ought to 
have it would become famous. 


F or a m om ent only let us look at the other side of it; in Japan, 
which is an em inently practical country, two professions, wide ap a rt 
in their nature, are left entirely to the blind; all the 
m usicians aro 
blind, and all the m asseurs. 


In all these schools the purpose is as far as possible to fit these 
children to m ake th eir way in the w orld; th is is the side th a t everyone 
adm its; there is no question about it at all, but there is another side 
which w hile it is a m atter of sentim ent is not sentim ental. 


Most of us are striving for the unfoldm ent of the m ysterious sixth 
sense, and in th a t striving should be able to realize som ething of the 
deprivation of losing any one of those we have. 
W hile ninety-nine 
persons out of a hundred would rath er sacrifice any other sense th an 
th a t of sight, teaching the blind is an easy thing com pared to teaching 
the deaf. 
No one know s until they have experienced 
it them selves 
w hat it m eans to be alw ays afraid of fire and runaw ays, and nil the or­ 
dinary features of life th a t announce them selves w ith noise and tum ult. 
No one knows unless they have experienced it, w hat it means to be shut 
out from all the thousand little pleasant things of life, the songs and 
laughter and jests, and left in a w orld of pantom im e and grim ace. All 
we can do can never m ake up for the— 


‘‘Som ething lost in the m aking. 


Som ething left on the way, 


As the little soul was taking 


Its flight to the realm s of day.” 


L et us at least do as w ell as we can, as much as we can, as soon as 
we can.

NAVAJO INDIANS. 


Are Trespassing 
on 
Grand Canon 
Forest Reserve. 


W ashington, March 18.—Com m ission­ 
er of 
Indian Affairs 
Jones 
has In­ 
structed Indian Agent H azlltt of Fort 
Defiance reservation. Arizona to take all 
necessary steps to bring back N avajo 
Indians, who, as the supervisor of the 
Grand Canon forest reserve reports, are 
now trespassing on that reserve. 
This 
report, received from Agent H azlitt to­ 
day says th at N avajo Indians have 
entered that reserve w ith their flocks 
and are hunting and driving all the 
gam e out of the country. 


The agent reports that the Indians 
have raised alm ost nothing for two 
years and hunger and fear of losing 
their flocks m ay have Induced them to 
takes chances in trespassing on the 
forest reserve. 


A report from the Additional Farm er 
at the agency attributes the Indians’ 
action to designing w hites. 


PENSION FOR LILIUOKALANI. 
Honolulu, March 12, via San F ran ­ 
cisco, March 18.—The principal m easure 
introduced in the legislature since last 
Saturday w as a bill presented today to 
the house providing for an annual pen­ 
sion for ex-Q ueen Lilluokalanl. 
This 
m easure provides for a pension of $12,- 
000 per annum during the queen’s life­ 
tim e.

W hile the fire w as in progress a 
stiff southeast wind blew across the 
river from the Illinois side, fanning the 
flam es and m aking the work of the fire­ 
men an exceedingly difficult one.

clouds of sm oke Into the faces of the 
firemen. 
Several 
valuable 
buildings 
which escaped dam age were seriously 
threatened. 
By far the greater dan­ 
ger attached to buildings more remote 
from the scene of destruction, but in 
the direct line of the wind. 
For m iles 
the river levee is fronted w ith lumber 
yards factories and warehouses, while 
on the railroad tracks at their num er­ 
ous sw itches were scores of box cars, 
m any of them loaded w ith lum ber and 
other m aterial w'hich would m ake rich 
food for the tiames. 
The high wind 
lifted the burning em bers and carried 
them for several blocks to the north­ 
w est, terrorizing residents, and several 
tim es the departm ent w as com pelled to 
divide its force in answ er to reports of 
Igniting fires elsewhere. N o buildings 
in the im m ediate paht of the flam es 
suffered 
dam age, 
how ever,

cautious residents and business men, 
as far aw ay as six blocks from the 
scene, removed goods and furnishings 
from dw ellings and stores in a fear that 
the fire w ould develop into a w idespread 
conflagration.

enough in his remarks to show that he 
would dismiss both, unless a material 
change for the better was noticed. 


SENATE SESSION. 


All eyes are centered upon the reve- 
nue bill and as the senate puts amend- 
ment after amendment to It the ques- 
tion-of an extra session becomes more 
and more prominent. When the upper 
house adjourned lost evening it had al- 
ready added 64 amendments 
to the 


first 47 sections of the measure. 
The majority of the amendments ars 


of small consequence, but there are a 
number that materially change its pro- 
visions. 
The most Important amend- 


ment Is the re-enactment o'f section 47. 
During the week the lobbies of the 
house have been thronged with people 
Interested in the many state Institu- 
tions asking for appropriations larger 
than the'atJSfoiiriatton committee rec- 
omme'hdea, But In every Instance they 
are told to wait untll'^the outcome of 
the revenue bill is known.1 The mem- 
bers of the,house contend that there 
ate too unariy Senators who have' "petV 
IdCaS-TtHat they wish t6 Include In the 
revenue bill, while the senators feel 
that the house Is stubborn when' It 'de- 
clt.'res that It will not yield brie lota 
from the way It passed the measure. 
It Is admitted that the bill, It passed, 
cannot increase the revenue during this 
year of the present biennial period, and 
that It will be twelve months before re- 
lief from the present condition of the 
state can be obtained. 


The senate went Into the committee 
of the whole on the revenue bill. Sec- 
tion 44 was amended so that the asses- 
sor shall not be required to pay for his 
own bonds. It was then adopted. Sec- 
tion 62 caused considerable discussion. 
It provides that In Hating credits the 
taxpayer shall give the aggregate cash 
value of notes, bonds, etc. Senators 
Moore and Whltford thought a schedule 
should be made of all such papers. The 
section was finally allowed to stand as 
It came from the house. Sections 52 
to 82 occupied the rest of the after- 
noon's session and were all adopted 
without material change except sec- 
tions 61 to 70 inclusive, which pertained 
to the listing and taxation of corpora- 
tions. Action on these was deferred 
until some future time, as was also 
sections 82 to 86, which are the mining 
sections. The hardest fight of the day 
occurred at the evening session over 
sections 86 and 87. These two sections 
provide that the county assessor of 
each county shall come to Denver and 
take oath to the effect that he had as- 
sessed all the taxable property of his 
county at Its full cash value. Section 
87, as adopted by the finance commit- 
tee, provided that If it .was ascertained 
that he had not properly assessed the 
property of his county he was to be ar- 
rested and given trial In some other 
county than his own. The house amend- 
ed the section so as to allow him to be 
tried In his own county. After discuss- 
ing It for two hours tonight, the senate 
reinstated the joint finance committee's 
amendment which provides 
; that he 


must be tried in some other county 
than his own. 
The reason given for 
this amendment was that Justice could 
not be obtained In a county where all 
parties had been guilty of helping to 
lower the tax schedule.

Jos. Chamberlain, tho colonial secre- 
tary has just informed the house of 
commons that General Botha has re- 
jected the peace terms offered him. 


General Botha, Mr. Chamberlain said, 


had conveyed the Information In a let- 
ter to General Kitchener in which he 
announced that he was not disposed to 
recommend the terms :of peace General 
Kitchener was instructed to offer him, 
to the earnest consideration of his gov- 
ernment. 
General Botha added that 


his government and its chief officers 
entirely agreed with his view., Mr. 
Chamberlain added: 
"I propose to lay the papers connect- 


ed with the negotiations on the table 
tonight." 


London, March 20.—(Wednesday)— 


The issuance of parliamentary papers 
on 
th«s negotiations between 
Lord 


Kitchener and General Botha is delay- 
ed. General Botha's refusal to accept 
the peace terms ottered him is com- 
mented upon with an evident sense of 
relief. The Idea that Lord Kitchener 
initiated the negotiations Instead of 
General Botha as had been supposed, Is 
unpalatable to the British press. 


The Dally Mall under the editorial 


caption "Our Rejected Suit," asks why 
the government Instructed Lord Kitch- 
ener to sue for peace after the mur- 
der of the peace envoys and concludes 
as follows: 


"Let the war be pressed to the ut- 


most and let further reinforcements be 
prepared, for they may be needed; but 
above all, let us have no more 'nego- 
tiations.' "

ST. PETERSBURG RIOTS 


CAUSED MUCH ALARM 


St.-Petersbury, Monday, March 18.— 


Alarm pervades high circles here. The 
police have notified house owners to 
have their house police report for duty 
and hold themselves In constant read- 
iness. 


It Is apparently confirmed that three 
students were killed yesterday. 
The 


Cossacks rode into the crowds on the 
sidewalk and many faces .were cut open 
by their knotted whips. The students 
and wbrklngmen threw rubber shoes, 
canes and snowballs at the Cossacks. 
It is reported that one Cossack was 
killed.

said 1,000 prisoners were taken, among 
them being 360 women students. The 
presence of worklngmen among the 
rioters rendered

demonstration 


more dangerous than any known In 
a generation. 


After reading the manifesto the stu- 


dents threw their crumpled copies into 
the crowd and raised a flag-Inscribed 
"For 
liberty." 
The students also 


shouted "Help us get our rights" and 
the mob responded with cheers. 


The Official Messenger, which pub- 
lishes an account of the recent dis- 
orders in various Russian cities and 
of Sunday's outbreak in St. Petersburg, 
says of the latter:

"When the crowd, which numbered 


3,009, became turbulent, the Cossacks 
retreated to the cathedra! of Our Lady 
and 
police 
were 
summoned. The 
demonstrators 
. retreated 
to

zan, 
pelting 
the 
Cossacks and po- 


lice with various missiles. 


"The students attempted to display 
red and white flags bearing varous 
inscriptions. On one side of the ca- 
thedral, the crowd came Into violent 
collision with the Cossacks and police. 


A portion retired into the cathedral 


behaving noisily and smoking cigarettes 
although the service was going on, un- 
til forcibly expelled. 


Altogether 339 male students, 337 wo- 


men, 
mostly students, and forty-four 


other persons were arrested. A police 
commissioner, 20 policemen, four Cos- 
sacks arid thirty-two rioters, male and 
female, were wounded." 


All the higher schools of the city are 


closed and all the police headquarters 
are filled with arrested persons. Oth- 
ers In custody who hod been tempor- 
arily confined In the military riding 
school were taken to various prisons In 
omnlbusses. They were clieered by the 
students as they passed. 
The demonstrations Sunday continu- 


ed after the affray, at the cathedral, at 
other places, especially In front of the 
office of the detective police whore sqme 
of the persons arrested were taken, In 
front of the Lltovsky prison and near 
the mining institute and the Pontllaw 
factory.

CONVICTS' INSURRECTION 


AT KANSAS PENITENTIARY 


Leavenworth, Kas., March 19.—The 


Insurrection of the convict miners In 
the state shaft at Lansing was brought 
to a close at 11:30 tonight and the mu- 
tinous convicts are being placed in 
their cells as 
fast us they 
can be 


brought to the surface. The Imprison- 
ed guards have been released and arc 
again above the surface. 


Shortly after 
nightfall the 
warden 


and every available 
officer 
gathered 


around tho mouth of the mine, each 
man heavily armed. Hunger had be- 
gun to tell upon the mutinous convicts 
and they began to parley with the war- 
den. They sent him word that if he 
would promise not to Inflict punishment 
for their "action they would surrender 
and come up. 
To this the warden 


would not consent, sending down word 
that thi.' surrender must be uncondi- 
tional, the question of punishment to be 
considered later. As the night wore on 
the warden held a consultation with his 
officers and It was decided to attempt 
to rescue the guards and also to over- 
awe the convicts and force their sur- 
render. Selecting his men the warden, 
with seven or eight guards heavily 
armed, entered the hoist and were soon 
speeding downward. When near the 
bottom of the pit a heavy tuallade was 
opened, the shots being fired toward 
the top of the shaft. 


This took tne convicts by surprise, 
and thinking that the shots, were In- 
tended for them, they hastily 
fled, 


leaving the guards, who were soon 
joined by their comrades after which 
they were sent to the top. The armed 
guards then started after the convicts 
and soon had the ringleaders under 
arrest, when the others gave In and 
surrendered. Then the work of tak- 
ing them to the surface began and be- 
fore morning the convicts will again be 
behind the bars oC their cells. 


The- first outbreak In the mine took 
place shortly after the noon meal yea- 
teiday and was started by the con- 
victs Ip division Np. 8, Of the nine- 
teen men In thU division, sixteen 


strlkc. They told the guard that they 
had decided to mine two Instead of 
three cars of coal as a day's work In 
the future and that they proposed to 
have better fooij. This guard was left 
in charge of two of the convicts in the 
mutiny while the others marched to tho 
adjoining division and spread the revolt 
and called on the convicts to join. The 
convicts were BOOH marching through 
the mine from one division to another, 
yelling nnd swinging their lamps and 
picks. Other desperate convicts enter- 
ed Into tho spirit. 
While short term 
men generally offered no opposition to 
the mutineers and quietly joined them. 


So fur an can be learned, no opposi- 


tion of any kind was offered the con- 
victs. The officers were helpless, and 
the life of any one would have been for- 
feited had he tried even to check the 
mad spirit of the convicts. 


A NEWS FAKIB'ff PATE. 


Mobile, Ala., March 19.—Tho story of 


the burning of sixty negroes at a tur- 
pontlno camp In Baldwin county, sent 
out from Mobile on March 15, being wholly 
an Invention and of possible damage to 
this part of tho country, tho Mobile cham- 
ber of comm«i'cc requested tha numo of 
the Inventor of tho Hensutlon from a news- 
paper In tho north which had published 
tho item. Tho paper gave the name of a 
Mobile newspaper man, adding that ho 
was not a regular correspondent and that 
he had been ordered never to Bend another 
line to the northern paper.

Death of Ex-President 


and Statesman. 


LAST WORDS FOR THE BOERS 


In Semi-Conscious Condition He Be- 


gan to Speak of Their Fate- 


Tributes to His Memory.

Indianapolis, March 13.—General Ben- 


jamin Harrison died at 4H5 o'clock this 
afternoon without regaining conscious- 
ness. His death was quiet and painless, 
there being a general sinking until the 
end came, which was marked by a 
single gasp for breath as life departed 
from the body of the statesman. 


The relatives, with a few exceptions, 
and several of the former president's 
old and tried friends were at his bed- 
side when he passed away. 
Gradual Change for Worse. 


The general's condition was so had 
this morning after a restless night that 
the attending physicians understood 
that the end could not be far oft* and 
all the bulletins sent out from the sick 
room were to this effect so that the 
family and friends were prepared when 
the final blow came. The gradual fall- 
ing of the remarkable strength shown 
by the patient became more noticeable 
In the afternoon and a few moments 
before the end there was an apparent 
break down on the part of the sUf- 
ferer as he surrendered to the disease 
against. which he had been 
bravely 
battling for so many hours. The change 
was noticed by the physicians and the 
relatives and friends who had retired 
from the sick room to the library be- 
low were quickly summoned and reach- 
ed the badslde.of the-general before he 
passed away. 
News Spread Quickly. 


News of, the death spread quickly. 
Word was flashed from bulletin boards 
of the newspapers and was thus com- 
municated to people on their way home. 
The announcement produced the great- 
est sorrow, nearly everyone 
having 
nurtured the hope that General Har- 
rison would recover. In a few mo- 
ments the flags on all the public build- 
ings and-most of the down town bus- 
iness blocks were hoisted at half mast 
and other- outward manifestations of 
mourning were made. 


None of' General Harrison's children 
•were present at his death. Neither 
Russell Harrison, nor Mrs. McKco had 


, reached the city, although both were 
hurrying on their way to the bedside of 


, i their dying father as fast as steam 
would bear them. 
i 
Elizabeth, the little daughter, had 
,been taken from the sick room by her 
nurse before the'end came. 
At the Bedside. 
' 
The group' at 'the bedside Included 
Mrs. Harrison, W. H. Miller, Samuel 
Miller, the Rev. M. L. Haines, pastor 
of the 
First 
Presbyterian church, 


which General Harrison' had attended 
for so many years, Secretary Tibbetts, 
Drs. Jamleson and Dorsey, Col. Dan 
Ransdell, sergeant at arms of the Uni- 
ted States senate and-a close personal 
friend of the ex-pres|Seftl. Clifford Ar- 
rlck and the two nuraes'-who have been 
in constant- attendance at the bedside. 
'General Harrison's two sisters 
and 
an aunt were also present. Mrs. Harri- 
son kneeled at -the right hand side of 
the bed, her husband's 
right hand 
grasped In hers, while Dr. Jamleson 
held the left hand of the dying man, 
counting the feeble pulse beats. In a 
few moments after the friends had been 
summoned to the room the end came, 
Dr. Jamieson announcing tho sad fact. 
The great silence that fell upon the 
sorrowing watchers by the bedside was 
broken by the voice of Dr. Haines, 
raised in prayer, supplicating consola- 
tion of the bereaved wife and family, 
mingled with the sobs of the mourners. 
Steps were at once taken to notify 


friends and relatives abroad that the 
,end had come. Co!. Ransdell at once 
dispatched telegrams to prominent men 
at the national capital, including the 
Indiana senators. Messages to rela- 
tives In other cities were also dis- 
patched Immediately. 
Unconscious for Hours. 


General Harrison had been uncon- 
scious for hours before his death, the 
exact time when he passed Into a. com- 
atose state being hard to determine, 
lie spoke to no one today, and failed 
to recognize even his wife. The latter 
part of Tuesday he was In a semi- 
conscious condition, although he was at 
times able to recognize those at his 
bedside. 
At that time he, recognized 
and spoke to Mrs. Newcomer, his aunt, 
who had just reached the home. He 
also spoke to Mr. Miller, the words be- 
ing very indistinct however, only "doc- 
to?' and "my lungs" being understood. 
Almost the last words he uttered wero 
addressed to his wife, of whom he 
Inquired shortly before he became un- 


conscious If che doctors wore present. 


One of the most pathetic incidents 


of Ihe whole HlneHs of the general oc- 
i-urred Tuesduy, before he became un- 
conscious. The general's little daugh- 
ter. 
Elizabeth, was brought Into the 


Hk'k room for a few moments to see 
her father, and offered him a small 


I apple i>ie, which she herself had made. 
' General Harrison smiled his recognition 
of the child and her gift but the effort 
to speak was too much and he could 


I do nothing more to express his appre- 
ciation. 
Today all efforts to arouse the slow- 


ly dying man to consciousness failed 
and he died without a word of recog- 
nition to any of the loved ones who 
surrounded him. 


Talked of the Boers. 


From one who was present at the 
death bed It Is learned that the alle- 
gations of cruelty and Injustice dealt 
out by England to the Boers In their 
struggle for liberty had been a subject 
of thought in the mind of General Har- 
rison. To his friends he had often spok- 
en of the pity and shame, as he viewed 
It, that the brave and sturdy farmers 
of South Africa should be robbed of 
their country, of all they have In the 
world, and forced to submit to terrible 
miseries In resisting the oppressions of 
a world power. 
General Harrison, It Is stated, would 
have liked nothing better than to come 
out frankly and strongly and nay to 
everyone who would hear what he 
thought of England's cruelty: it was 
on his mind constantly; but he believed 
that an ex-president should observe the 
same proprieties of speech which are 
observed by a president of the United 
States. He was at all times careful to 
say nothing which could be miscon- 
strued or twisted Into a seeming disre- 
gard for the dignity for the high office 
which he once held. 


In his 
semi-conscious 
condition, 


when the sentinels of discretion and 
propriety had gone from their posts and 
the mind of the man was wandering, 
he began to speak of the Boers 
and 
their hopeless struggle for national life. 
His voice was weak and trembling, 
but the listeners bending over him 
could hear words of "pity for the dy- 
ing farmer republic^ ^' ^

This afternoon it was decided at a 
meeting of Governor. Durbin and a 
number of the other state officers that 
the body of General Harrison should lie 
In state In the rotunda of the capltol 
all day next Saturday. 


The highest honors which It Is In the 
power of the state of Indiana to pay 
will be rendered to the remains of 
General Harrison. 
Tomorrow morning a meeting will be 


held In the office of the governor to 
perfect the details of the funeral. 
It 
has been decided that the honorary pall 
bearers shall be the members of his 
cabinet. It Is not known positively 
how many of them will come but It 
Is supposed by members of the family 
that all will be here. 


Members of the Cabinet, 


As far as they could be reached by 
telegram, the members of General Har- 
rison's cabinet, who were attached to 
his official household at the time of the 
expiration of the term of his executive 
office, were promptly notified of his 
death and most of them will attend the 
funeral. With the exception of ex- 
Secretary of State John W. Foster, who 
Is traveling In Mexico, and could not 
be located, the following received the 
notices forwarded:

Scenes at the House.

On the caiket was 
a large wreath of Scotch heather and 
orchids, the tribute of General Harri- 
son's daughter, Mary Harrison Mc- 
Kee. The drawing room, to the left 
of tho reception room, In which the 
casket, was placed, was a mass of 
flowers. President McKinley had sent 
a magnificent design of golden gate 
roses and lilies of the valley from the 
White House conservatory. 
A grrat 
star, filling one corner of the room 
was from the servants of the house- 
hold. A Masonic lodge of Indianapolis, 
composed of Chinamen, sent a splen- 
did tribute of harp and trumpets. A 
large basket of azaleas came from the 
state 
officers. 
The offering of the 
Seventieth 
regiment 
was its corps 
sadge, a great star of blue immor- 


Shortly before the undertaker com- 


pleted his arrangements for the re- 
moval of th« casket Mrs. Harrison and 
ttle Elizabeth, both attired in deep 
mourning, came In the apartment to 
view the face of their husband and 
ather. Mrs. Harrison was composed, 
but showed plainly the traces of her 
deep sorrow. 


She remained only a few minutes 
and then returned to her apartments. 
After she hnd left the room, and just

looked again at the face of the dead. 


An Old Soldier's Parewell. 
Early in the morning Mrs. Harrison 


. entered the room where her husband 
j lay to be alone with him for probably 
the last tlm». As Phe stood In the 
darkened chamber the door of the room 


I opened noiselessly, and an old soldier, 
1 bent with age and shivering with the 
bitter cold of the morning, came slow- 
ly In. He did not see Mrs. Harrison, 
and leaned over the dead face and tears 
came to his eyes. 


"Colonel," he said softly, and touched 
the white hand on the general's breast, 
"Colonel." Mrs. Harrison 
came to 
where he was standing, and said: 
"I am Mrs. Harrison." 
"You, will excuse me," the old man 
said, "for intruding on your grief, but 
I wanted to see my old commander once 
more, Just once more. I have tried very 
hard to come to Indianapolis to see him 
when ho was alive and never could. 
TVhen I heard that he was dead I 
wanted to give him the old salute for 
the last time," and raising his hand to 
his forehead In true military fashion, 
the old man turned away and passed 
from the room. 


The Escort of Honor. 


At a quarter to 12 o'clock Gen. Mc- 
Kee ordered 2,500 Infantrymen standing 
at "attention" on both sides of the 
streets, to present arms and In the rev- 
erential hush which ensued, the casket 
was carried from tho house and placed 
In the funeral car. Six sergeants from 
the Second regiment of the state militia 
and two sergeants from the Indianap- 
olis light artillery carried the casket. 
Admiral .George Brown, representing 
the navy. General Lew Wallace repre- 
senting the army, and Judge Baker and 
Judge Dowllng formed an escort of 
honor-which followed the pall bearers 
from the residence to the hoarse. The 
aged survivors of the Seventieth regi- 
ment marched to their place of honor 
behind the hearse and when- the i old 
bent s-ildlers of the civil war saw the 
black-covered casket hlldlng the body 
of their old friend and leader borne to 
the hearse, many of them were af- 
fected to tears.

The Bar association and the clubs 
marched slowly by with uncovered 
heads and took up their places in the 
procession. 


Church Services. 


In marked contrast to the military 
and other display of today by which 
the state of Indiana paid the last trib- 
ute of honor to Gen. Harrison, will be 
the funeral service tomorrow afternoon 
at the First Presbyterian church. The 
rites will be simple, dignified and un- 
ostentatious. 


The arrangements for the services to. 
morrow have been practically com- 
pleted In detail. The church has been 
richly but simply decorated with drap- 
Ings of black' and white and of the 
American flag. The entrances have 
been draped In white. In relief to the 
more somber trappings tho altar and 
rostrum are covered with a profusion 
of palms and poted plants. 


Owing to the limited capacity of the 
church, which will seat only about 1,000, 
and because of the great demand for 
seats the committee on arrangements 
found It necessary to announce that en- 
trance would be to friends of the fam- 
ily by card. 
The services will be conducted by 
Rev. M. L, Hatnes, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, and for many 
years the close friend of the general, 
assisted by Rev, Dr. Nichols, pastor 
of the Second Presbyterian church of 
St. Louis. Dr. Nichols was selected by 
Mrs. Harrison to assist Dr. Haines be- 
cause of the close friendship that had 
been formed between Gen. Harrison 
and Dr. Nichols during the summer va- 
cations which the Harrison family have 
spent In the Adlrondacks.

It is doubtful If any public man, at least In this generation, was borne 


to his lost resting place among so many manlfestatlonsiof respect. There 
•was no exception anywhere to the expression that the nation had lost one 
of Its ablest men and tho greatest man of his generation In his own state. 


By the grave stood the chief magistrate of the nation and behind the 


ropes were all the street arabs of General Harrison's city—every grade of 
human life In'America, between the two, was represented In the crowd— 
and In them all was but the one feeling—that a man had died who was 
honest at all times with himself and with others and whoso ability and 
character were such as the nation could III afford to lose. 


The weather, like that of yesterday, was unsurpassable, with bright 


sunlight—the warm breath of spring in every bfeeze, and yet in the air 
a touch of winter that brought the blood to the cheek and a sparkle to 
the eye.

St. Joseph, Mo,, March 17,—Search ot 
the ruins of the Noyes-Norman factory 
lire resulted In the finding of but two 
bodies that have been Identified. They 
are Miss Nora Bates and Louise Blon- 
deuu. A portion of another body, be- 
lieved to be that of a woman, was 
found, but there Is no telling the Iden- 
tity of the victim, says the coroner.

were overcome by the fumes of am- 
monia on, Thursday morning last, and 
seriously prostrated, two deaths follow- 
ing. Both victims were burled at sea. 
Several others Were confined to the 
ship's hospital for some time and one 
was still in the hospital when the ship 
was docked. 


The dead are: 
John Kent, a steward of the ves- 
sel, who died of pneumonia 30 hours 
after the accident, the disease being 
due to inflammation of the respiratory 
organs,-Caused by the ammonia. 
Carl Engkvist, an American citizen, 
a steerage passenger, whose address 
was unobtainable tonight. 
On board with Engkvlst 
were his 
three children, all of whom are young 
and who will go to'the home of an 
aunt. 
F. Colston, a cabin steward. Is still 
suffering 
from 
inflammation of thai 
lungs. 


According to a statement made by I 
Superintendent James A. Wright, of the 
American line, after he had gone oh 
board the vessel and talked with her 
officers, the explosion or escape of am- 
monia, as It was termed by Mr. Wright,

Thursday morning. The bonnet of the 
condenser on the refrigerating apparat- 
us was forced in some manner.

This took some time, however, and 
those who had first escaped, after get- 
ting a breath of pure air, rushed back

All were more or less prostrated by 
the fumes,-but only a few had to BO 
to the ship's hospital. The stewards 
Kent and Colston; were among them 
as was Engkvlst, Engkvlst's death, ac- 
cording to the statement of Superin- 
tendent Wright was primarily due to 
heart disease, but It was said that It 
was superinduced by tho shock and by 
inflammation of the lungs, There wore 
15 treated by the ship's physician as 
a result of the ammonia fumes being 
Inhaled, but all except those named are 
now doing well, Superintendent Wright 
said, and would be entirely recovered 
'in a day or two. 


The breaking of the shaft occurred at 
llMS-o'clock Friday morning. The ves- 
sel was sailing In'a smooth sea at the 
time. The shaft broke near the pro- 
peller, on the port side of the ship. It 
did not drop out and a boat was lower- 
ed and the propeller lashed fast with 
a wire hawser. Superintendent Wrlghl 
said he did. not think It would be nee- 
essary to put tho ship in drydock to 
repair her, but was not sure as to that 
point.

Benjamin Harrison was not one of the great 


eat of American presidents, although he unquestionabl; 
belonged in the class of America's leading men. Th 
honor that came to him was well deserved and his ad 
vancement was no chance piece of good fortune but wa 
earned by honest effort and accomplishment. The benefi 
of good family was shown In his case by the fact that hi 
grandfather had also been president, and his great grand 
father had signed the declaration of independence, bu 
it cannot he truthfully said that his advancement 
public life was due to anything else than his persona 
merits and Industry. What he received he worked for and 
deserved. 


As a student, as a soldier, as a lawyer, and as a 


statesman his record was an honorable one, and his Integ 
rity was Irreproachable. He was probably the best shor 
speechmaker of his time. 


The loss of ex-President Harrison will be more deeply 


felt because he was still in active life, and his age, 67 
seemed to give promise of several more years of useful- 
ness. He enjoyed the confidence of the people and of his 
party, and he has recently received offers of Important 
..public appointments. 
The services of a man of such 


marked ability, absolute Integrity and broad experience 
in public affairs are always in demand and it will be a 
matter of general regret that his life has been so soon 
ended. 


COLORADO AT ST. LOUIS.

HATEVER else the Colorado legislature does or 


does not do at its present session, it ought most 
certainly to make liberal provision for the rep- 
resentation of this state at the Louisiana Pur- 


chase exposition which is to be held in St. Louis in 1903. 


For this exposition the city of St. Louis has already 


raised a fund of $10,000,000; the United States has appro- 
priated $5,000,000,. and the state of Missouri has appro- 
priated $1,000,000. This sum of $16,000,000 Is larger than 
the total amount originally paid for the 
territory of 


Louisiana, and It Is further increased by the liberal ap- 
propriations of New York, Indiana and other states of 
the east and west.

There is no doubt that Colorado should be suitably 


represented at this exposition, both as a matter of business 
and of sentiment. In fact, we cannot afford to stay away 
or to be poorly represented there, and it is essential to 
proper display that the present legislature should make 
an appropriation and provide for a commission. Our legis- 
lature meets only once in two years and the early part 
of the year 1903, in which the exposition is to bo held, will 
be too late for suitable preparation. 


Several bills making such provision have been Intro- 


duced in the assembly, and' it is the duty of that body 
to pass one or the other of them promptly. Without an 
unreasonable expense Colorado may have an exhibit at 
this exposition that will command the attention of every 
visitor and be of incalculable benefit to our''general in- 
terests.

gramme and to collect statistics giving the actual situation 
•relating to public lands and Irrigation conditions in the 
arid states, to establish a press agency, and to take what- 
ever action may he most effective in arousing the Interest 
and securing the co-operation of public men and wide- 
awake citizens.

, port ant work everyone who can do so should lend what- 
ever assistance is in his power.

A CONSTITUTIONAL DEFECT. 


T 


HE KRAMERS of the Constitution thought so muc 


of the principle of equal representation of tlv 
states In the federal senate, that they limited thi 
power of amendment to the Constitution s 


that the states might never be deprived of their sena 
torlal equality. 


But this privilege of equal representation so dear t 


the founders of our union is now vitiated by the very pro 
cedure established to protect It. 


They saw the danger of committing too great powe 


to tho populace which they regarded as ignorant, preju 
diced and liable to be swayed by popular passion. Th 
prevalence of' free schools and cheap newspapers has 
cured the conditions they saw, and the danger that con 
fronts us is that of the undue influence of men of excep 
tional wealth or influence exerted upon a comparatively 
small number of people selected to exercise some partic 
ular part of the power that belongs to and originates in 
all the people. 


When our Constitution was adopted it was believed 


that the legislatures of the states could more intelligently 
choose the senators of the United States than could the 
people of the states. Now we know that better results 
are to be had from the direct than from the indirect plan 
In Delaware, for instance, the legislature has adjourned 
without making any choice, and the state Is deprived of 
any representation in the senate, this being the first time, 
we believe, in our history that a state has failed to elect 
both senators.' In this case the strife of factions has been 
so great that the legislature has entirely failed to per- 
form its constitutional office. 


Evidently the time is ripe for a change. When legis- 


latures fail to elect, or send to the senate such men as 
iave recently been sent from some of the states, it is 
high time that the people should take back the power that 
jelongs to them, and protect their own interests. The 
eglslature of Pennsylvania has pointed out the way in 
which this can be done, and the other states should be 
quick to follow In the path marked out for them. 


GERMANY AND THE CHINESE 
COM- 


PLICATION. 


E 


MPEROR WILLIAM is singularly successful in con- 


trolling the official utterances of the German peo- 
ple. To all appearances the nation has but one 
mouth and that is controlled or gagged in strict ac- 


cordance with the imperial will. 


But representative government still exists to a de- 


gree even in Germany, and recent proceedings In parlia- 
ment are very far from confirming the idea that the offi- 
ial mouthpiece of the empire accurately voices the will 
of the people. 


If we were to Judge by the official 
speeches and 


iroclamations and military orders of the authorities, the 
/hinese expedition is the manifestation of an Imperial will 
belt upon conquest at all hazards, determined to maln- 
aln the national prestige and honor at all costs and 
backed by the united purpose of a great nation. In this 
aspect of affairs we cannot help contrasting the effective 
strength of a military autocracy with the comparative 
veakness of our own republic, based upon free speech 
and representative government, where no fear of "lose 
majeste" or constructive treason comes to prevent a free 
rltlcism of governmental policies or opposition to ad- 
ministration ideas. 


But the proceedings in the relchstag show-us quite 


a different side of the picture. The representatives of the 
German people are practically a unit in favor of getting 
out'Of China, and the only question is when and how. The 
amet reasons are shown for this position that have gbv-: 


rned our own action: the enormous and illimitable ex- 
len'se'of the maintenance of a force large enough to make 
H' impression on the inert mass of China; the intermln- 
b'le consequences of the policy of interference and as- 
umption of responsibility; the horrible cost ot blood and 
ruelty that must be a feature of any campaign of punish- 
ment or restraint, and the impossibility of predicting with 


ny degree of certainty the results of the entanglement 
f a European power In Chinese affairs. 
The Germans see these things as well as we see them, 
nd if their forces linger there while ours are withdrawn, 
t is because the will of the emperor is superior to the 
ill of the nation, and because in this instance at least, our 
orm of political organization is more effective in secur- 
ng practical results in conformity with the national in- 
erests, than is the German imperial autocracy.

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^_ HE SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF AND BLIND has not been left

to come last In the list of state institutions because It is last

in-importance or any other particular. 
The school dates

back to territorial days, and has hehind it a long record of 
good deeds and years well spent.- It has passed through 


many of the troubles and perplexities that mark the early days of all 
institutions begun in an experimental way without either the means or 
the technical knowledge to avoid the snares and pitfalls that beset in- 
stitutional existence. The early history of the school is a somewhat 
pathetic admixture of devotion and petty bickerings. That period has 
long since passed away, and belongs to the remote era when the school 
was called an asylum.

The site of the school buildings, directly east of Colorado Springs, 


is matchless.' There is no place in the state, few places in the world', 
where unseeing eyes miss so much of the vision and the glory. All of 
the ranges of the Rockies in the eastern half of the state, at least, seem 
to find their'culmination in Pike's Peak. It rises magnificent, serene, 
unshakeable, a few miles away in a silence as undisturbed as that 
which surrounds more than half the children in The Colorado Institute 
for the Deaf and Blind. 


The school owns about 15 acres of land and needs more badly. This 


land was the gift o£ the^Colorado Springs Land company, the most gen- 
erous donation the school has ever received. 


There is a small tract directly adjoining which can be purchased 


for $15,000; and this would give all the land necessary for many years 
to come., i

The buildings are good, bad and unfinished. The school building 


proper is admirable in every respect. It is beautiful, well finished, well 
ventilated, well arranged and ample. The teacher who is used to trying 
to keep order1 among from 50 to 75 children would be disposed to look 
with envy npon'the small class rooms with from six to a dozen desks, 
in a semi-cirfcle about the teacher's larger-desk.' It'doesn't need any-r : 
thing'except paint, that the walls may be tinted, and apparatus. The 
latter it doestoeed sorely. There isn't a globe in the building. If wish- 
es were horses beggars might ride, and other more important changes 
might also take place. There is in the center of the entrance hallway 
to the Perkins Institute for the Blind, in South Boston, a globe nearly 
if not quite five feet in- diameter, and any child in that school can find 
Pike's Peak upon its surface almost as quickly as any of us can find it 
upon our horizon. There are the usual maps in bas-relief universally 
used by the blind, but I wish that Mr. Argo found it as simple a thing 
to meet all the wants of his pupils'as it has long been for M. Anagnos. 


The "generous, west" isn't by any means so generous as the east, 


except in its own fond Imagination. Suppose, for instance, M. Anagnos 
should say-to, the people of Boston, "I have here a manual training 
building that hasn't been finished for several years—I .have only one 
reading book-to six blind pupils; I have no writing machine but two 
decrepit caligraphs; my pianos aj^e, scattered all over the place, except 
in the boiler house, and I am simply in despair for'the lack of a little 
fresh paint!"

That being the case, and if itijs not BO I shall be glad to 
stand correctedr^let us at least have: the committee, and let It be large 
and influential and determined and well posted. 


Every once in a .while you run across a member of an appropria- 


tions committee who tells,, ^ou^ with horrified eyes that Colorado is 
wildly extravagant, and that the inmates of her institutions are better 
fed and Qlqthed than the'unfortunates who are at liberty. There is 
a kindergarten for the blind at Jamaica Plains, Boston, that expends 
about>$600 a ye,ar on each pupil, and doesn't seem to think It has done- 
anything Very 'extraordinary then. But the work done there is more 
wonderful thattjther.most fluent tongue can say, for the blind see and 
those "born deal and-dumb speak, and to those locked in the threefold 
night, blind and deaf and dumb, a way has been opened. 


Why should not'Colorado do likewise? 
- 


The books, or lesson" sheets used by the blind are of three kinds, 


the old, raised letter, the New York point and the Braille. A stereo- 
graph to make the lesson sheets in New York point would cost, com- 
plete, about $300, and save several times that, to say nothing of light- 
ening the labor of the teachers, and making.more extended work possi- 
ble. Writing in grooves is'taught also, the old square writing with 
which -vie are all familiar, in the signature of LauraBridgman if in no. 
other way, but the New York point, made with a stylus, that pricks the 
paper into a point, and is written backward, so as to be turned over 
and read by'the-seeing fingers of the children, is in more common use 
in the school."' i 


And speakJng' of 'the writing of these children, it would be worth 


the while of t'hle^cbmmon ordinary, blessed-with-five-senses children, to 
emulate the penmanship of .these girls and boys. Good writing seems 
a universal accomplishment among them. 


The girls' dormltary is a fine building, but seems to have been in- 


tended exclusively <for the blind, since all .the windows are BO high up 
that one mu.at stand to see out of them, which considering the scenery, 
is an oversight.on the part of the architect that can hardly be explain- 


ed. It needs paint and kalsomiue and pictures; for be: it remembered 
that the majority of the pupils at the school are' deaf and dumb, not 
blind, and the bare halls and dingy monotonous white, or once-white, 
walls are tiresome in the-extreme. The hospital, which Is a very pretty 
room, next to that of the matron, Mrs. Osgood, ought to be painted 
at once; kalsomlno will not answer for a sick room. 


The girl's bedrooms are lacking in closets. How any man can build 


dozens of bedrooms without providing a place to hang anything or lay 
it away, is one of the thoughts that drive women to take up the pro- 
fession of architecture. The matron has improvised canton flannel 
abominations.that are a blessed substitute, but how she must loathe 
those dusty curtains when the wind has been .doing its noble best for 


. about three days, and it is said to blow 362 and 2-3 days every year on 


the height surmounted by this school. 


The toilet arrangements are pretty good, and can be arranged to 


, answer every purpose very well at an insignificant outlay. Every girl 


has her own cubby-hole in the bath rooms where she keeps her soap 
and towel and comb and brush and toothbrush and washrag and a bag 
wherein she puts her dirty clothes when she takes them off. And every 
girl tries to keep this foot-square space as heat as she can, but until it 
is made approximately dustproof on three sides too much should not be 
expected. All this part of the building is quite at one, side, so that from 
the outside of the building there Is the appearance of,a.small wing, a 


i clipped wing, as it were, but there is no question about the wisdom of 


but theyvwere Intended for paralytics, or small infants or something 
that had no means of locomotion, and having been slept upon by live, 
healthy "boys, prone to kick, and not averse to such diversions as pil- 
low-fights, they are now wobbly as to their legs and depressed as to 
their centers. The girls' mattresses are the very best woven wire, with 
adjustable screws for tightening thorn when they show a tendency to 
sag. 


I believe I said unkind things about the absence of closets and 


wardrobes in the girls' building. Some of the older boys who have 
rooms to themselves have decrepit bureaus and hideous trunks in 
which- to bestow their belongings, but the dormitory boys haven't even 
a hook—one little copper hook—on which to hang anything. • They 
have lackers down in the basement somewhere on the north half of 
the south half, of the east quarter, of the west quarter, some of which 
lock and some of which do not. The deaf and dumb boys envy the 
blind ones when they have to go to that dormitory for anything. 


The rooms of the superintendent and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Argo, 


are in the main building, and the rest of it is taken up with dormi- 
tories, boys' sleeping rooms, the office, parlor, dining-room and kitch- 
en. The dining-room is large and fairly well arranged. The larger 


' deaf and dumb boys act as waiters, and the older deaf and dumb girls 


help to serve the blind. Judging from the appearance of the child- 
ren and the menu the day we were there, there la no lack of food, and 
no continual round of gruel.

The blind and the deaf children have different sitting-rooms and 


play-rooms; the former are tastefully arranged and comfortable, and 
the latter-are well suited to their purpose, though some pictures and 
games might not be amiss; it isn't expected that children will play in- 
doors much in Colorado.

This whole building is good and substantial and the,few.repairs 


that it needs would cost little and add much to its appearance. 


The boys' dormitory is different. It Is located in the main building 


.which was bullt.'Judglng from Its appearance, shortly after.the cliff 
dwellers' castles at Mancos. I have noted In a previous article the' 
tendency of families to give boys' hall bedrooms with theioldest furnl- , 
ture and the worst mattresses. The girls' dormitory, even.it it is clos- 
otless, is a palace, a mansion, a castle of Blenheim, compared to the : 
rookery where the boys put up. . It makes one. think of'^labyrinth, it 
is so sinuous, and of a mine, it has so many levels,, and of life itself, for 
all the floors are "a rough and rugged road for wretches such as-I!" 
.And If one could not see the turns, the ups and downs, tha sudden to- 
boggan slides, and the broken boards and splinters.it must be very,. 
much .worse. 


In case of a fire? In case of a fire the building would burn like 


tinder and the boys would burn like martyrs, martyrs to the rigid econ- 
omy that some people think is the first evidence of great statesman- 
ship. 


The boys' beds belong to the early Aztec period. They, are of Iron, 


The pantry and refrigerator room and store rooms are very good; 


the kitchen is cause for another book of lamentations if there was any 
Jeremiah to undertake it. An institution kitchen, if it deserves the 
name, is a large room with tiled walls and floor. The range goes clear 
across one side oS it, and is built under an arrangement that takes off 
all the steam and incense of cabbage and onions. There are tables 
with drawers and tables with bins, and glass or marble-topped tables 
.for pastry. There are arrangements for cooking with steam and there 
are gas burners to be used on occasion. This kitchen has some tables, 
a small.steam heater, and a sway-backed range that hasn't been big 
enough for the last ten'years. It may be.said that this isn't a cooking 
school, or a finishing course In domestic economy, all of which is true, 
but it does seem as if a school that stands for as much as this one does 
outside this state, as well as in it, ought to be as well supplied as a sec- 
ond rate hotel. 
• 


-The boiler-house, which Is directly in the rear of the main building 


is a perfect boiler-house. When the superintendent grows weary pick- 
ing slivers of the floor from his shoes! and trying to make one reading- 
book work overtime, he goes out to the boiler-house and sits him down 
a pensive hour to spend, surrounded by the blissful consciousness that 
here, nothing more is needed. 


The manual training school is well enough .so far as it goes; all it 


needs IB to be finished off, and have some more machinery put into it. 
This is the practical end of the school; this is the place where these 
children are taught to laugh atFate and wring a living from what Carlyle 


called, "this stupid, brute of a world." It Is hard to believe It unless 
one sees for himself. 


The work which the blind can do will always bo limited, but the 


limits are growing broader. One of Mr. Argo's last industries Is the 
making of hammocks. The knotting of the twine, the exact measure- 
ments are readily learned, and once learned the workmen become won- 
derfully proficient. They make brooms also, very good brooms, and 
do other work. Of course there is ho reason why a deaf and dumb 
child should not learn any kind of work, and they do, making a very 
nice quality of shoes, and taking to printing as naturally as if they 
were all descended from the Fourth Estate for all the generations back 
to Gutenberg himself. They have a magazine of their own, The Colo- 
rado Index, and while it is not up, typographically to the Roycrofter 
' work of Mr. Old's boys of Golden, it comes nearer to being an expres- 


sion of the pupils themselves. 


The seeing boys can make nearly all the furniture required if the 


state will furnish them the lumber, and the blind boys and girls makes 
very good mattresses, and the boys are expert chair-caners. 
The 


girls are taught domestic science, and sewing and do very nice machine 
work, though there is a lack of sewing-machines and the sewing-room 
is barely a room with some chairs and tables, and no accommodations. 


The art department of this building is short on a good many things. 


It is not lighted aa it should be, and there are not enough casts, still it 
is a good beginning. 
, 


The manual training building should certainly be finished as Boon 


as possible. 


The playgrounds are too small for baseball or football, and the 


only means of amusement visible are some swings and teeter boards, 
and four donkeys that are. an unceasing joy to the children. 


The school has some very good friends, and if its work were more 


widely known it would have more. A few months ago Senator Hallett 
of Aspen resigned from the board, and this is one of the heaviest mis- 
fortunes of the past year. A motion to reconsider ought to bo made 
by somebody. . 


There has been a total attendance during the past two years of 187 


children, of whom 68 were blind and the remainder deaf. There are 
now in the school 140 pupils. All deaf and blind minors, of sound mind 
and body, over six years of age and bona fide residents of the state of 
Colorado are entitled to admission to the school free of charge. Every- 
thing is furnished except board and traveling expenses. 


"The school opens on the first Wednesday of September and closes 


on the first Wednesday of the following June, thus giving the pupils 
nine months at school and three months at home each year. 


"It is the aim of the school BO to educate the pupils partaking of 


Us benefits that they may, on finishing the course, be able not only to 
communicate intelligently with persons with whom they are thrown, 
but successfully to follow some certain branch of handicraft as well. 
The trades of printing, carpentry, baking, broom-making, shoemaking, 
mattress making, piano tuning and cane-seating are now taught, and 
other trades will be Introduced,as soon as the means at hand will per- 
mit. The girls ate instructed in dressmaking, hammock weaving, nee- 
dlework and .general housekeeping." 


There is P,eii$yt harmony between all the departments of the school 


and every .tndfv^ial teacher isxworthy of praise. None more so than 
Mr. Argo, the. superintendent, who is the Inspiring force of the whole 
institution, guiding, directing, planning and not only teaching, but lov- 
ing the children under his charge. It is easy to see that from the way 
in which they instinctively get as close to him as they can. 


It would not do for obvious reasons to say Just now many pupils 


have been brought past other institutions and entered in this school, 
but it is a fact that it has a very high standing all over the west, and 
its popularity is constantly growing. With the equipment it ought to 
have it would become famous. 


, For a moment only let us look at the other side of it; in Japan, 


which is an eminently practical country, two professions, wide apart 
in their nature, are left entirely to the blind; all the musicians are 
blind, and all the masseurs. 


In all these schools the purpose is as far as possible to fit these 


children to make their way"in the world; this is the side that everyone 
admits; there is no question about it at all, but there is another side 
which while it Is a matter of sentiment Is not sentimental. 


Most of us are striving for the unfoldment of the mysterious sixth 


sense, and in that striving should be able to realize something of the 


, deprivation of losing any one of those we have. While ninety-nine 


persons out of a hundred would rather sacrifice any other sense than 
that of sight, teaching the blind Is an easy thing compared to teaching 
the deaf. No one knows until they have experienced it themselves 
what it means to be always afraid of flre and runaways, and all the or- 
dinary features of life that announce themselves with noise and tumult. 
No one knows unless they have experienced It, what it means to be shut 
.out from all the thousand little pleasant things of life, the songs and 
laughter and Jests, and left in a world of pantomime and grimace. All 
we can do can never make up for the— 


"Something lost in the making. 


Something left on the way. 


As the little soul was taking 


Its flight to the realms of day." 


Let us at least dp as well as we can, as much as we can, as soon as 


we can.

necessary steps to bring back Navajo 
Indians, who, as the supervisor of the 
Grand Canon forest reserve reports are 
now trespassing on that reserve. This 
report, received from Agent Hazlltt to- 
day says that Navajo Indians have 
entered that reserve with their flocks 
and are hunting and driving all the 
game out of the country. 


The agent reports that the Indians 
have raised almost nothing for two 
years and hunger and fear of losing 
their flocks may have induced them to 
takes chances In trespassing on the 
forest reserve. 


A report from the Additional Farmer 


at the agency attributes the Indians' 
action to designing whites.

The last section 
of the amendment provided that no 
dealer should be required to pay a tax 
In excess of $600 per year. The amend- 
ment was very elaborate In its provls- 
lonn and consumed half an hour In 
reading.
